U.S.C. 132(a) introducing new matter into the disclosure and 112 rejection applied in the last Office action. 
Particularly, applicant pointed out lines 33-55 of column 6 referring to the term "the frame" and since the original 
disclosure refers to the single frame having upper and lower frames, the amendment filed provides support in the 
specification. Examiner had argued that the amendment changed the original meaning in the disclosure with respect to 
the first frame part and the second frame part. In response, applicant pointed out the disclosure in column 6 and 
suggested the amendment to the specification to clarify the examiner's concern (to include "the first frpme part and 
second frame part herein referred to the lower frame and upper frame, respectively"). Examiner had agreed and 
notified applicant that the arguments and amendment will be considered upon the filing of the response to the Office 
action. 
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
